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Gary Wheelock, 23 year old son of 
Gilbert and Marilyn Wheelock, 
begins major league spring training 
today with the California Angels at 
Holtville, in the Imperial Valley. 

On March 15 the team moves to 
Palm Springs where Wheelock will 
sharpen his skilis as a relief pitcher, 
possibly earning a starting position 
with the Angels this spring. 

Wheelock received his Bachelots 
Degree in Sociology last spring at 
University of California, Irvine 
where he was voted All-American. 
With an earned run average of 1.50, 
Wheelock was one of two pitchers 
chosen from among 521 college 
teams to receive the award. 

Earned run average refers to the 
average number of runs, not due to 
errors, scored by an opposing team 
during nine innings of pitching. 

After graduation, Wheelock ‘was 
undecided about a career. ‘‘I had my 
degree, but I didn’t realy know what 
kind of job I wanted. Also, I'd rather 
be playing baseball than doing 
anything else,’’ he said. 

Wheelock was signed by the 
Angels and sent to Davenport, Iowa, 
where he played one half season for 
their Midwest League farm club. 
While in lowa, Wheelock impressed 
Angels coaches with his specialty, a 
sinking fast ball that batters tend to 
drive into the ground, opening up 
double play possibilities. 

His skills earned Wheelock a slot 
in the Arizona Instructional League 
where he finished November 23 with 
a phenomenal e.r.a. of 0.75. 
Wheelock says that e.r.a. is 
‘‘probably the reason I was invited 
to the majors.”’ 


Other missiles in the young 
right-hander’s arsenal include the 
palmball and the slider. 

A palmball is a changeup, thrown 
with the same delivery as a fast ball, 
but the ball is held further back in 
the hand. The ball does not change 
speed, but the way it is thrown 
deceives the batter into swinging too 
soon to connect.

Mrs. Carolyn Ewing will be Yorba 
Linda's new mayor---again. Mrs. 
Ewing, who moved to Yorba Linda in 
1970, was elected to the City Council 
in 1972, and became the city’s first 
woman mayor in 1973. She served 
the city in that capacity from April of 
1973 to April of 1974, then took on 
duties as mayor pro-tem, when Dale 
Chaput was elected mayor in 1974. 

Her new term will extend until 
April of 1976. 


Elected by a 4-0 vote of the 
council, Mrs. Ewing will be assisted 
by councilman, Hank Wedaa, who 
was elected mayor pro-tem, also on 
Monday night. Wedaa was elected 
in a split vote---councilmen Dale 
Chaput and Rudy Castro casting the 
‘no’ votes. Castro had also been 


nominated for the post. 

Mrs. Ewing faces the new year 
with an attitude of purpose. ‘'The 
council will implement some of the 
programs we've just partially moved 
into during the past few months,” 
she noted. ‘We're on the verge of 
being able to purchase some park 
lands, and being able to make some 
‘bread and butter’ type improve- 
ments in the city.’" She cited one 
large drainage project coming up 
during the next year. 


Mrs. Ewing's term of office will 
extend well into the bi-centennial 
year--and she has some high hopes 
for the city in celebration of the 
nation’s 200th birthday. **‘Hopefully 
we will have a city community center 
by the bi-centennial birthday--not 


necessarily a new _ one---but 
definitely a place that people can

UCI coach Gary Adams recruited 
Wheelock for his Varsity team where 
Wheelock played for three years as 
pitcher and designated hitter. While 
at UCI, Wheelock carried a full-time 
class load and worked a 12-hour-a- 
week job. 

Last month Wheelock was voted 
college player of the year and pro 
rookie of the year at the Third 
Annual Orange County Hotstove 
League Baseball Celebrity Dinner, 
held at the Fullerton Hilton.

Drag Strip Ends In Tragedy 


The tire marks along Esperanza 
road have a story to tell. The marks 
curve along the clay-like dirt side of 
the road. The impressions they leave 
are remarkably detailed. The marks 
appear and disappear at odd 
intervals, sometimes sharply curv- 
ing between a row of telephone poles 
along the side of the road, 
sometimes reappearing on the other 
side. One set of marks follows the 
pattern, zigzags between the 
poles, reappears on the north side of 
the road, then ends, suddenly, in 
front of a utility pole. 

The only sign left now of what 

happened to the driver is a small 
gash at eye level on the pole. The 
car had been going 85 miles per 
hour. Authorities guess that the 
driver, 14 year old Jefrey 
Oxandaboure never saw the pole. 
He died instantly. 
The story is over for Jeff, but not for 
some other youths. According to 
Jeff's mother, Mrs. Norma Oxanda- 
boure, the tire marks of the family's 
Cadillac weren't the only ones on 
Esperanza Road. 

“Out there on Esperanza, east of 
Imperial, there is almost alane and a 
half of hard packed dirt with a row of 
telephone poles--it’s an open 
invitation to a kid,’’ she said. 

Mrs. Oxandaboure theorized that 
other teens use the roadside as a sort 
of drag strip. “‘I’'ve gone out there 


several times since Jeffrey's 
death---out of curiosity I guess---and 
each time there are new tire marks."’ 
The kids weave around the poles 
like it’s an obstacle course---like 
stunt drivers. I don’t think even an 
experienced driver should do what 
those kids were trying to do.”’ 
Mrs. Oxandaboure feels that the 
problem--at least the problem on 
Esperanza Road--could be alleviated 
if whoever owns the strip of land 
between the railway tracks and the 
road would plow it up, or install road 
blocks--to discourage teen drivers. 
“It won't bring Jeff back--but it 
might help others,"’ she noted. 
The Oxandaboure’s, at their 
Lynridge Drive residence, had heard 
the explosion as Jeffrey hit the 
power pole--but to the best of their 
knowledge, he was asleep in bed. 
They had no inkling as to what had 
happened on Esperanza road until 
they discovered the car missing at 
approximately 5 a.m. Mr. Oxanda- 
boure went to contact the sheriff's 
office, Mrs. Oxandaboure went to 
check on the kids, two year old 
Nicole and 13 year old Cyndi, and 
Jeff. The boy had rolled a sleeping 
bag into his bed, so his parents 
thought he was safe. That is, until 
5:20 a.m. when the representatives 
of the sheriff's office and coroners 
office came to inform Jeff's parents 
of his death.

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New City Ordinance 
Adopted On Monday 


The Yorba Linda city council 
unanimously adopted a condomin- 
ium conversion ordinance in action 
Monday night. The lengthy addition 
to the housing element of the zoning 
ordinance will impose _ strict 
conditions on developers. 

The new ordinance requires that 
old construction meet standards for 
new condominium construction in 
terms of building materials, 
plumbing, electrical, etc. The 
ordinance also requires that a public 
hearing be held at the planning 
commission level. Councilmembers 
added a provision that all tenants in 
the proposed project be notified 
prior to the hearing, as well as 
adjacent property owners. 

The conversion measure also 
requires that three parking spaces 
be provided for each dwelling unit. 
The new ordinance will not be in 


ettect until April 21, Meanwhile, an 
urgency ordinance, putting a freeze 
on conversions in the city is in effect. 

Also at Monday's’ meeting, 
Covington Brothers resubmitted 
their application for a conditional 
use permit to change the Yorba 
Posada Apartments on Plumosa into 
condominiums. Covington’s initial 
request for a CUP was pending when 
the council originally put the 
urgency ordinance into effect. 
According to a report by planning 
director, Phil Paxton, the council 
would not be able to act on the 
proposed condominium conversion 
until the urgency measure is 
repealed. The council agreed to 
continue’ the matter until the 
meeting of April 21. At that time, the 
new ordinance will go into effect, 
and the council will repeal the 
urgency ordinance. 


Council Policy Set 
On Improvements 


A unanimous vote of the city 
council solved a touchy problem for 
city staff members Monday night. 
According to city engineer, Roy 
Stephenson, a problem has surfaced 
with regard to required street 
improvement on tentative parcel 
and tract maps. 

“There are several parcel and 
tract maps that were approved by 
the city in recent years that have had 
the condition that street improve- 
ments be installed to the satisfaction 
of the city engineer,’’ Stephenson 
explained. ‘‘During the approval 
process and in staff reports, it was 
implied that full street improve- 
ments would not be required, 
although the conditions of approval 
did not specifically waive this 
requirement.”’ 

However, Stephenson continued, 
the city zoning ordinance clearly 
requires installation of — street 
improvements, a bond or cash 
payment prior to issuance of a 
building permit. This poses a 
dilemma for the city engineer's 
office. 

The council voted to require bonds 
in cases where street improvements 
are not installed.

Homeowners 
Exemption 


Facts Told 


Orange County Assessor Jack P. 
Vallerga announced that homeown- 
ers exemption records are currently 
being mailed to all property owners 
on record. The homeowners 
exemption filing period is from 
March 1 through April 15. 

To simplify the filing procedure 
this year, not everyone will have to 
file a homeowners form to receive 
their exemption. If you received the 
homeowners exemption last year, 
and still have that same dwelling as 
your principle residence, then you 
will receive the homeowners 
exemption automatically this year. 

Persons who now own a different 
house than they did on March 1 of 
Last year must fill out the 
homeowners termination record on 
their prior dwelling, and a claim 
form on the new dwelling. Anyone 
who did not file last year must also 
file an exemption claim form. 

Vallerga urges that all eligible 
taxpayers take advantage of the 
substantial'tax reduction available 
through the filing of a homeowners 
exemption claim. Eligible home- 
owners receive a reduction of $1750 
in the assessed valuation of their 
residence, which amounts to a 
property tax reduction of approxi- 
mately $200 a year.

Collective Bargaining... 
A Bargain Or Boondoggle? 


The Yorba Linda Star this week 
begins a series of articles 
authored by California Senator 
and Minority Floor Leader, 
George Deukmejian. 

The subject of the discourse is 
the proposal before the State 
Legislature to grant collective 
bargaining/right to strike to all 
1.2 million public employees 
including state, county, city, 
school district and even special 
districts such as cemetery, 
lighting, irrigation and fire. 

The Star feels the subject is of 
sufficient significance to hear all 
sides of the volatile question and 
herein presents the first of 
Senator Deukmejian’s articles, 
welcoming in response letters 
from readers and comments from 
all other bonafide sources. 

The legislation involved, grant- 
ing the collective bargaining right 
to strike franchise is Senate 
Bill-27S. Senator Deukmejian has 
stated that he personally opposes 
such a proposal for public 
employees.

Today, the Yorba Linda. Star 
begins a series of articles on the 
Public Employee Collective Bar- 
gaining and right-to-strike legisla- 
tion (SB-275) authored in the 
California Legislature by Senator 
Ralph Dills, D-Los Angeles. 

Like all other public representa- 
tives in Sacramento, | believe that 


our public employees deserve salary 
and benefit parity with workers in 
the private sector. We want them to 
have adequate salaries and fringe 
benefits, and we have constantly 
supported fair and equal compensa- 
tion to all of our employees. 

At the same time, we owe an equal 
amount of fair and _ impartial 
judgement to the taxpayers in the 
state who must foot the bill for 
increased benefits or salary 
adjustments which may be won 
through collective bargaining. 

This series will discuss possible 
conflict of interest when public 
employee groups contribute to the 
campaigns “heir employers; what 
the histor as been in prior 
attempts to get the voters to approve 


collective bargaining; who has 
benefited from public employee 
campaign contributions; whether 


there is a real need for collective 
bargaining for public employees; 
what the bargaining law may mean 
in increased salaries and benefits for 
public employees, and who is going 
to pay for it; and, what the limits of 
such legislation should be. 


COMPLEX PROBLEM 


Granting collective bargaining 
rights to public employees is a much 
more complex problem than at first 
it might appear. 


For instance, there is the problem 
of ‘conflict of interest'’ between 
negotiators for the state and the 
bargaining agents for the public 
employees. 


The State Personnel Board has 
stated that if collective bargaining is 


instituted for public employees, it 
must be with a centralized authority 
in the Governor's office to be the 
chief management negotiator pro- 
ducing written agreements. 

The Legislature also must 
determine which areas it will 
legislate and which will be subject to 
negotiation. 

In both cases, the spector of 
‘‘conflict of interest’’ rears it ugly 
head. The California State Em- 
ployees Association contributed 
$14,000 to Governor Brown's 1974 
political campaign. The California 
Teachers Association gave the 
Governor $25,000. Public empioy- 
ees, in fact, spread more than $1.7 
million throughout political cam- 
paigns this past year. 


Is the public to assume, despite 
extremely heavy political contribu- 
tions to legislative and gubernatorial 
candidacies, that the public can and 
will receive a fair shake? 


Under Proposition 9, voted into 
law by the people, a lobbyist may not 
make a campaign contribution to a 
candidate ostensibly because the 
public believes that such contribu- 
tions tend to greatly influence or 
“corrupt’’ the officeholder. Yet, 
with collective bargaining, . the 
employees’ representatives will be 
sitting across the bargaining table 
from officeholders that they helped 
to elect with money and manpower. 


Some lawmakers have already 
recognized the power of these public 
employee organizations, and the 
fruits of that recognition may be 
related to the drive to grant 
collective bargaining.

Construction 
To Begin On — 
Carbon Trunk 


Construction is expected to begin 
within two weeks on the new Carbon 
Creek channel interceptor sewer 
trunk, which Yorba Linda County 
Water District general manager 
Ralph Shook said will save the 
district over $2,500 annually in 
power costs alone. 

The project is being financed 
entirely by the Orange County 
Sanitation District, Shook said. 

“‘We're looking forward to 
completion of this project so we can 
eliminate the present pump lift 
Station that is being overtaxed 
anyway,"” Shook said. 

The pumping plant is located at 
Palm Drive and Cedarlawn Street in 
Placentia. 

Because the channel will utilize a 
gravity flow system, no electrical 
power will be needed, Shook said.
